He had four sisters who are all 
deceased: Emma married Charlie 
Helms, Elva married Gus DeVane, 
Palma married Willie Bell and 
Thelma married Rev. Comer Fuller. 
They all grew to maturity on the 
family farm in the north Coffee 
County community of Chestnut 
Grove. They were a Methodist 
family, and Tillman’s membershp 
has always been at the historic 
Chestnut Grove Methodist Church. 

Upon reaching maturity Tillman 
married Mittie B. Fuller of his native 
community where they made their 
home and were successful farmers 
for some 20 years, It was here and 
during these years that their children 
were born: Adell, Doris and Fred.

The Holy Spirit is our ‘‘advocate, 
intercessor, teacher, guide and 
helper. Some theologians avoid 
discussion of the word ‘‘helper’’ 
because of its simplicity, as though 
its practicality might detract from 
the high office and dignity of the 
Third Person of the Trinity. It is 
refreshing to note that a recent 
writing by Catherine Marshall on the 
work and ministry of the Holy Spirit 
in the 20th century believer is 
entitled ‘‘The Helper.”’ 

A helper is someone called in to 
do something - someone who is both 
knowledgeable and capable. Jesus 
knew that the church was ‘going to 
need help. He knew that each 
individual would be striving, and 
that occasionally we all would need 
aid - that special divine assistance 
which only God can give. In.essense, 
he said, ‘‘I’ll not let you down; I'll 
not leave you without help. I'll come 
to you. So don't give up... and 
don’t lose heart. Help is on the way. 
I will send Him unto you!! (see John 
15:26 and 16:7). He will be vour 
Comforter! He will be your Helper! 
He will be more than adequate for 
any circumstance, any crisis, or any 
emergency.”’

The XYZ and guess methods 
were some of the tips that students 
attending the American College 
Testing (ACT) preparation classes 
were taught. 

The ACT preparation classes are 
nationwide. In these classes the 
different areas included on the test 
and the different methods for choos- 
ing an answer were studied. 

The guess method and the XYZ 
method are two ways of choosing an 
answer. The guess method is just 
simply choosifg an answer at 
random that looks correct. The XYZ 
method is a way of working through 
mathematics. It consists of labeling 
the questions either X, Y or Z, The X 
means that the student feels he can 


work the problem with a little more’ 


time. The Y means that the question 
is more difficult, therefore requires 
more time. The Z means that the 
student will not be able to arrive at 
an answer so he guesses. 


This 
gave the students a better under- 
standing of what he needed to study. 

Mr. Clayton Bryant, superinten- 
dent of Coffee County schools and 
instructor for the math classes, said 
he felt that the preparation classes 
can help relieve the student’s 
anxiety, familiarize the student with 
the test, give the student plans, and 
build the student’s confidence.

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For Collins Hobby Turned Into A Way To Make A Living 


There is a world of. difference 
between the hectic and highly 
publicized life-of a high school 
football coach and the quiet, solitary 
life of a taxidermist, and to think a 
person might enjoy both professions 
is almost unheard of. 

However, in Coffee County there 
is such a person who enjoyed the 
dual roles for many years before 
leaving the coaching ranks to pursue 
a full-time career as one of the 
state’s few true taxidermists! 

David Collins, a former coach at 
Zion Chapel, Selma and Dothan, 
hung up his coach’s shoes in the 
summer of 1985 to pursue his 
ambition of being the best taxi- 
dermist he could be, and moved his 
family back to the serenity of the 
Jack Community, located in north 
Coffee County, to open a taxidermist 
shop and to enjoy the beauty of 
nature and its inhabitants -- a move 
he states he has never regretted. 

‘The last year I coached I was at 
Dothan High School and it seemed 
like every spare minute was spent

examples of the quality work that is done by Collins. Collins urged all deer 


doing something involving sports,’’ 
said Collins during a recent visit to 
his shop. ‘‘I had two children and a 
wife that I wanted to spend more 
time with, and as the kids began to 
grow it got to where coaching wasn’t 
as much fun and I wanted to be with 
my family at home instead of at 
school. 

‘I had become pretty good at 
taxidermy during whatever spare 
time I could find, and after a long 
talk with my wife, we decided to 
move back to Coffee County and buy 
a home and some land and give 
taxidermy a shot. It was a decision 
we've never regretted making, and 
as I look back I think it was a decision 
I wanted to make earlier, but just 
could not get up the nerve to do it. 

‘*We moved back to Jack in the 
summer of 1985 and we hope to be 
here a mighty long time.’’ 

Collins, a native of Dothan, 
reported he began to develop an 
interest in taxidermy in the 11th 
grade in high school, and his first 
project was to tan a bobcat hide he

found in the road. The attempt 
didn’t result in much of a success; 
however, the spark of ‘interest had 
been created and a correspondence 
course soon followed, and dead 
animals such as squirrels and birds 
became experiments. 

“When I first got started the 
squirrels and birds looked more like 
dead rats,’’ laughed Collins, ‘‘but I 
didn’t quit trying, and eventually got 
better, where you could at least tell 
what kind of animal it was. 

“The first time 1 got paid for my 
new-found talent was when I was 
still in high school; a friend paid me 
$6 to preserve a squirrel,’ Collins 
said. ‘I probably lost money On the 
project, but then again he probably 
got what he paid for! 

“T tinkered with taxidermy as the 
years went on and I did a couple of 
deer heads for friends while I was in 
college, but I didn’t really get 
serious until I started coaching at 
Selma. The people there | knew 
were big hunters and everywhere 
you looked there were deer heads or 
animals of some kind that had been 
preserved, I figured I could pick up 
some extra money, which I needed, 
and I began to work hard at 
improving my trade. Looking back I 
would have to say it was the stay in 
Selma that turned me on tO getting 
into taxidermy. 

‘“‘To me the best part of being a 
taxidermist is being able to be your 
own boss and being able to be close 
to nature,’’ Collins stated. ‘“‘I’ve 
always enjoyed hunting and fishing 
and being able totake a pair of horns 
and a hide and make it come back to 
life is something I really enjoy. 

“Tye always been interested in 
art, and it helps when you can 
picture in your mind what the 
animal looked like running free in 
the woods or swimming in @ lake, 
and are able to capture that image in 
your work, 

‘I don’t try to just preserve an 
animal so someone can haps it on the 
wall, I do my best to make the 
animal appear as lifelike as possible. 
Being able to capture the true! 
likeness is almost ube hunting and 
bagging the animal.,’’ ‘ 

“Collins stated that if he didn’t 
have anything else to do it would 
take approximately four weeks to 
mount a fish. The procedure of 
mounting a fish is not as simple as 
many people may think, and Collins 
gave this account of a typical 
mounting project: 

The fishwill usually be. frozen 
when brought into the shoP» and the 
first thing to be done is to skin the 
fish and place the skin into a 
preservative solution overnight. The 
following day the fish js mounted, 
posed and pinned on a board for two 
or three weeks to allow the skin to 
dry completely. Then the fins are 
reinforced and repairs made to the 
skin; the eyes are then set and the 
fish painted with an airbrush. After 
a fish is dried the skin has n0 color, 
so it is very important that the 
taxidermist know the exact color 
scheme of the fish to make it look as 
lifelike as possible. 

“When someone catches a fish 
they want to mount,”’ Cojlins stated, 
“they should place it in a plastic bag 
with a small amount of water and 
freeze it, Never place the fish in a 
newspaper to freeze or the texture of 
the paper will affect the skin. 

“The biggest gripe | have with 
deer hunters is that many times they 
will spend $15,000 on a four-wheel 
drive truck to hunt, $400 for a good 
gun and a lot of money. training and 
keeping good dogs, and then try to 
save a few bucks on getting the deer 
mounted when they finally kill one! 
Hunters should want their mounts to 
be top quality and not worry about 
saving a little money, If the only 
thing you're concerned about is how 
fast and how cheap you can have 
your deer mounted, you'll get just 
what you pay for and be sorry for a 
long time to come.”’ 

Collins stated that when hunters 
kill a deer it should be skinned 
immediately, and the only thing the 
taxidermist will need is the skin and 
‘the horns. When these are received, 
the skin is rolled and placed in the 

freezer, and the horns hung to dry. 

When ready to begin Work, the 
taxidermist will wash the skins 
extensively to remove any odor, 
preserve the skin and flesh it down 
again prior to placing jt 09 & form. 
The skin will then be allowed to dry 
three or four weeks and the job can 
be completed, 

“If you are hunting and shoot a 
deer, but the deer is not dead when 
you get toit,’’ said Collins, shoot it 
again behind the shoulder ~ don’t cut 
the throat! If you shoot the deer 
behind the shoulder it will get into 
the lungs and kill it instantly. If the 
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neck is cut it could destroy a 
beautiful mount. 

‘When the deer is killed field- 
dress it and if you can’t get it toa 
taxidermist, wrap it in garbage bags 
and freeze it. When you do bring it 
to the taxidermist, bring only the 
hide and the head (including the top 
of the shoulders) - don’t cut it all 


up. 

**While I enjoy working with fish 
and deer,’’ Collins stated, ‘‘my 
favorite subjects are the smaller 
animals such as bobcats and coons. 
The hardest to mount are birds - and 
the most difficult of all is a strutting 
turkey! It takes four to eight months 
to freeze-dry the head, which is 
essential to keeping the wrinkles on 
the bird’s head. After the turkey is 
back from being dried the feathers 
must be worked individually and 
obviously takes a great deal of 
time.”’ 

Collins estimated that he does 
approximately 100 deer mounts each 
season and several hundred fish 
every year. He said the smallest fish 
he has ever mounted was a 
three-inch bream caught by his 
daughter, and the largest was a 
20-pound white amour. 

‘“‘A new educational program 
being introduced to the public is the 
‘certified’ taxidermist program,’’ 
reported Collins. ‘This program will 
enable the public to know that a 
certified taxidermist has been 
judged nationally and will do quality 
work. Acertified taxidermist will not 
do his job the quickest or cheapest 
way, but will do it the best way 
possible. 

‘*l really enjoy what I’m doing,”’ 
said David Collins, ‘‘and I enjoy not 
punching a clock, The work is 
time-consuming and can’t be put off 
when you want to go fishing, but you 
can take pride in doing something 
you enjoy, and when the job is done 
you can sit back and take pride in 
what you have done. I’m satisfied 
sand I’m doing what I want to do.”’

Mulberry Missionary Paptist Association

Our forefathers had earlier pur- 
chased 52 acres of land called 
Spurlin Gap, next to New Zion 
Missionary Baptist Church in Elba, 
for the purpose of building this 
educational building.

edifice was chosen. 

Purpose of the building is to 
promote home and foreign Christian 
missions, to encourage and support 
Christian education, and to engage 
in whatever Christian endeavor 
required to advance the Kingdom of 
Christ throughout the world. 

God has enabled us to pay the 
debt of some $65,000 and on Sunday, 
March 29, at 2:30 p.m. a dedication 
and mortgage-burning program was 
held.

We've come this far by faith, leaning 
on the Lord,

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 13, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and it wasn’t a good day 
for the City of Elba as the 


commission told the city’s garbage 
contractor it would have to change its 
method of dumping garbage at the 


landfill immediately, stating the city 
would have to pay the set fee for 
using the landfill by May 1 or find an 
alternate site for dumping, and 


strongly hinted that the city may 


soon be forced to build a jail as the 
county may be forced to adopt a 
policy not to accept any prisoners 


except those apprehended by the 
county sheriff's department. 
Representatives from Waste 
Away, Inc., were present at the 
bi-monthly meeting and asked that it 
continue to be allowed to combine 
trash and garbage in its trucks and to 
dump the mixture at the county

April is Child Abuse Prevention Month in state 


Goy. Guy Hunt has proclaimed 
the month of April as Child Abuse 
Prevention Month in Alabama, 
Coffee County Human Resources 
Director Ron Smith has announced, 
The State Dept. of Human Resources 
is the agency required, by law, to 
receive and investigate reports of 
abuse and neglect. 

‘We have had great success in 
making the public more aware of the 
problem, and now, we are paying 
particular attention to taking 
preventive measures as wel] as 
working to remedy the problem after 
abuse has occurred,’’ Smith said. 

Smith pointed out that the Coffee 
County Dept. of Human Resources is 
emphasizing the prevention of child 
abuse and neglect with its unique 
Family Life Enrichment Program. 
This program stresses the 
importance of preserving family life 
and building on strengths which all 
families have. Obviously, it makes 
sense to take steps to prevent a 
problem from developing or 
occurring rather than simply 
responding after the damage is 
already done, he said. 

During fiscal year 1986, 


statewide, the Dept. of Human 
Resources received nearly 30,000 
reports of child abuse, including 465 
in Coffee County. 

Smith pointed out that child 
abuse is common to all socio- 


economic groups, races of people 
and to all professions, ‘‘It is a 
problem in families where there are 
white-collar workers and in families 
where there are blue-collar 
workers,’’ he said,

Commercial motor vehicles to face 


highway inspection by state troopers 


Gov. Guy Hunt has joined 
Dept. of Public Safety officials in 
inaugurating Alabama's first 
commercial vehicle inspections 
under the Motor Carrier Safety 
Assistance Program. 

Hunt said the ‘tneed for the 
Motor Carrier Safety Assistance 
Program is without question, The 
results of this work will be safer 
roadways for all motorists, not just 
for the commercial motor vehicles 
targeted for inspection under the 
program,’’ 

Public Safety Director Thomas H. 
Wells said MCSAP is designed to 


reduce accidents involving 
commercial motor vehicles through 
safety inspections of interstate, 
intrastate, private and for-hire 
carriers, With special emphasis on 
those carrying hazardous materials. 

Wells said nine teams of specially 
trained state troopers are beginning 
inspections of vehicles statewide to 
detect vehicle and driver problems. 


In Alabama in 1985, commercial 
motor vehicles accounted for 10 
percent of total miles traveled, but 
were involved in 17 percent of all 
fatal accidents. 


Causes for dropouts discussed by educators 


A committee appointed last year 
by State Supt. of Education Wayne 
Teague to develop a plan for 
reducing and preventing school 
dropout is nearing the end ofits task, 
according to Floyd R. Johnson Jr., 
State Dept. of Education coordinator 
for school attendance. 


The committee, comprised of 


about 20 superintendents, school 
attendance supervisors and coor- 
dinators, principals and counselors, 
has been meeting § since last 
September and expects to complete 
its work by summer, 

‘We should have the final 


document completed by the end of 


May,”’ said Dr. Osbie J. Linville, 
chairman of the Dropout Prevention 


Task Force and superintendent of 


Lauderdale County schools, 


The group has compiled a list of 
reasons why students drop out of 


school and drafted suggestions and 
proposals to counter these reasons. 
Some causes of student dropout 
include poor interpersonal skills and 
poor self-concept; lack of support 
services; difficulty with the transi- 
tion from elementary to junior high 
or middle school; absenteeism and 
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truancy; frequent illness; personal 
appearance; substance abuse; 
personal or financial reasons; dis- 
ruptive behavior; suspension; 
expulsion; feelings of harassment by 
teachers and/or administrators; 
disinterest in school subjects; 
excessive standards; and inappro- 
priate school placement and 
curriculum. 

According to Johnson, the 
greatest number of students in the 
state who leave school do so because 
of academic difficulties, followed by 
turning 16 - the compulsory school 
attendance age - and teenage 
pregnancy as the leading causes of 
dropout, Alabama's dropout rate, as 
reported by the State Dept. of 
Education, is 19.5 percent. 

Task Force members agree that 
prevention efforts should start in the 
early grades before reasons for 
dropping out develop. According to 
Linville, the ‘‘bottom line’ in 
prevention is showing Rpenuine 
concern for a student as a person, He 
said it should be a crime for a 
student to be allowed to drop out of 
school without first someone telling 
him or her, ‘‘lcare. | don’t want you 


to drop out of school,’’ 

‘We can't expect to improve 
ourselves as a state, as a nation and 
as a people if we don’t educate our 
children, and we can't educate our 
children if they are dropping out of 
school,’’ Teague said. 

“There are an awful lot of 
problems and pressures placed on 
our young people today,'’ he added, 
‘and our schools as well as our 
families and communities simply 
must do more to keep these kids in 
school and see that they get a good 
education.”’

landfill. The spokesmen told the 
commission they had been told by 
the previous county engineer that 
such a plan was acceptable and the 
contract awarded to the company by 
Elba was based on the acceptance of 
the method of garbage pickup. 

To separate the garbage and 
trash would cause a financial setback 
for the company, according to the 
representatives. 

The commission was told that the 
garbage dumped at the landfill was 
80 - 90 percent household refuse and 
that the combination of the two types 
of refuse would not shorten the 
lifespan of the landfill. 

The commission stated the added 
trash and garbage would quickly fill 
up the landfill and cause problems 
when it came time to purchase 
additional land for another landfill 
site. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
commission told the representatives 
they may return to the next meeting 
to again discuss the problem, but 
then told company officials that it 
must stop the practice immediately. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk stated 
that when the present commission 
took office it discovered dis- 
crepancies in the amount charged to 
the cities in the county for dumping 
at the landfill, and at a meeting in 
October a new set fee was adopted 
for all users of the landfill based on 
the landfill’s operating cost and the 
amount of garbage dumped at the 
site by the cities. 

Faulk reported that while Enter- 
prise and New Brockton began 
paying the new rate at the time of the 
agreement, Elba officials failed to 
agree on the new rate and actually 
never went on record as being in 
favor of the new rate. The city, 
_according to Commissioner Faulk, 
has not paid the new rate since it was 
adopted six months ago, and the 
time had come for the city to pay the 
fee or find an alternate means of 
dumping its refuse. He made a 
motion that the commission send a 
letter to city officials stating that on 
May 1, 1987, the city will have to pay 
the new rate or find an alternate site. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
explained that when the commission 
began studying the new rate to be 
charged, it was discovered that the 
rate being paid by Elba was almost 
double that being paid by Enter- 
prise, and Elba officials stated they 
would continue to pay the former 
rate until the city had been 
reimbursed the overpayment 
through usage of the lower rate. The 
method was to take approximately 
five years. 

Commissioner Sid Averett 
declared, ‘“‘The county has been 
providing a jail for the city of Elba for 
a number of years while Enterprise 
furnishes its own jail! Elba officials 
should realize that the savings the 
county has provided it by allowing it 
4o use the jail more than makes up 
for the difference in the garbage 
rates,’’

While on the subject of the jail, 
County Attorney Wairen Rowe told 
the commission that because of 
lasyouits and liability insurance the 
county will soon be forced to refuse 
to take any prisoners from Elba, or 
any other city. The attorney 
explained how difficult it was to 
receive liability insurance and 
stated, ‘‘The time has passed for 
Elba to build its own jail.’’ 

He told the commission that the 
time was fast approaching when it 
would have to tell Elba officials that 
the city would have until a certain 
date to build its own jail, and at that 
time the county would no longer 
accept city prisoners. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission:

***agreed to approve a request for 
the county to accept roads in a new 
subdivision 12 months after the 
roads were built, to meet all county 
regulations;

Jury needs only six minutes 


to find Mullis guilty of murder 


After hearing testimony for four 
days, a jury of eight women and four 
men took only six minutes to return a 
verdict of guilty against a Georgia 
man accused of murder-for-hire in 
the 1985 shooting death of his wife’s 
lover. 

Easton Darris ‘‘Buddy’’ Mullis, 
age 43, was charged with hiring two 
teenagers to murder James Edward 
Nelson, age 55, a resident of rural 
Coffee County, who was kidnapped 
and later found dead under a bridge 
at the Conecuh River near the 
Glenwood Community. The jury 


recommended that Mullis be 
sentenced to life in prison without 
parole, 

Mrs. Mullis, wife of the convicted 
man, stated during the trial that she 
began an affair with Nelson in 1984 
and left her husband and four 
children in 1985 to move in with 
Nelson in Coffee County. She was 
living with Nelson when the 
abduction occurred, 


Mullis had taken the stand in his 
own behalf during the trial and 
denied any involvement in the death.
